‘The 
Powers of Evrope fhewed themfelves to be of this Opinion 
in the Cafe of Portuga/. When Philip If. had gained the 
Pofieffion, they treated with him concerning the Affairs re- 
lating to that Kingdom: Few regarded Don Antonios and 
no Man confidered the Dukes of Savoy, Parma, or Bra- 
ganza, who perhaps had the moft plaufible Titles. But 
when his Grandfon Pdilip 1V. had loft that Kingdom, and 


the People had fet up the Duke of Braganza, they all 


treated him asa King. —'The Engi Court, tho’ then in 


Amity with Spain, gave the Example to others; — and 


the late King (Charles I.) told Lord Cottrington, that he 
muft look upon that Perfon to be King of Portugal, who 


_ was acknowledged by the Nation. ‘ And I am miftaken, 


fays our great Patriot, if his Majefty now reignitig (Charles 
IL.) did not find all the Princes and States of the World to 
be of the fame Mind, when he was out of his Kingdom, 
and could oblige no Map but himflf, and a few Followers, 
by any Treaty he could make. 

‘ For the fame Reafon the Names of Kings are ufed in 
Treaties, when they are either Children, or otherwife in- 
capable of knowing what Alliances are fit to be made or re- 
jefted: And yet fuch Treaties do equally oblige them, their 
Succeffors and People, as if they were of mature Age, and 
fit for.Government. No Man therefore ought to think it 
ftrange, if the King’s Name be ufed in domeftic Affairs, 
of which he neither ought nor can take any Cognizance. 
In thefe Cafes he is perpetually a Minor: He mutt fuffer 
the Law to take it’s dae Courfe; and the Judges, tho’ no- 
minated by him, are obliged by Oath not to have any Re- 
gard to his Letters, or perfonal Commands. If a Man be 
fed, he muft appear ; and a Delinquent is to be tried coram 
Rege, but no otherwife than Secundum legem terra, accord- 
ing to the Law of the Land, not the King’s Will or Opi- 
nion| And the Judgments given muft be executed, whe- 
ther they pleafe him ot not; it being always underftood 
that he-can {peak no otherwife than the Law fpeaks, and is 
always prefent as far as the Law requires. - 

For this Reafon a noble Lord, who was irregularly de 
tained in Prifon in 1681, being by Habeas Corpus brought 
t6 tlie Bat of the King’s Bench, where he fued to be releafed 
upon Bail; and an ignorant Judge telling him he moft ap- 
ply himfelf to the Kings he reply’d, That he came thither 
for that End; that the King mighteat, drink, or fleep 
where-he-pleafed, but when-he rendered Juftice he was «l- 
ways in that Place. 

The King that renders Jaftice is indeed always there ; 
he never fleeps; he is fabject to no Infirmity; he never 
dies, unlefs the Nation be extinguithed, or fo diffipated as 
to have no Government. No Nation, that has a fovereign 
Power within itfelf, does ever want this King. He was 
in Athens and Rome, as well as at Babylon and Su/a; and 
is as properly faid to be now in Venice, Savitzerland, or 
Holland, asin France, Morocco, ot Turkey. This is He to 
whom we all owé a fimple and unconditional Obedience. 
This i¢ He whd never docs any Wrong, "Tis before him we 
appear, when we demand Juflice, or render an Account of 
our A@tions, All Juries give their Verdi€t in his Sight. 
They are his Commands that the Judges are bound and 





fworn toobey, when they are not at all to confider fuch as 
they receive from the Perfon that wears the Crown. "Twas 
for Treafon againft him that Trefliaw, and others like to 
him in’ feveral Ages, were hang’d. They gratify’d the 
Lufts of the vilible Powers, but the invifible King would 
not be mock’d. He caufed Juftice to be executed upon 
Empfon and Dudley. He was injured when the pesjured 
Wretches, who gave that aceurfed Judgment in the Cafe 
of Ship-Money, were fuffeted to efcape the like Punith- 
ment, by Means of the enfaing Troubles which they had 
chiefly raifed. And I leave it to thofe who are concerned, 
to confider how many in our Days may expe Vengeance 
for the like Crimes.—~—I muft here obferve, that thefe alio 
efcaped, to the frefh Injury of the fame invifible King, tho’ 
they added to their Crimes the Murder of the noble Patriot 
whofe Sentiments I am tran{cribing. He proceeds : 

“© fhould here conclude this Point, if the Power of 
granting a No# prefequi, Cefat Proceffus, and Pardons, which 
are faid to be annexed to the Perfon of the King, were not 
taken for a full Proof that all Proceedings at Law depend 
upon his Will. But whoever would from hence draw a 
general Conclufion, muft firft prove bis Propofition to be 
univerfally trae. If it be wholly falfe, no true Dedudion 
can be made ; and if it be true only in fome Cafes, ‘tis ab- 
furd to draw from thence,a general Conclufion ; and to 


ere&t a vaft Fabrick upon a narrow Foundation is impofli- © 


ble. As to the general Propofition, I utterly deny it. The 
King cannot ftop any Suit that I begin in my own Name, 
or invalidate any Judgment I obtain upon it. He cannot 
releafe a Debt of ten Shillings du¢ to me, nor a Sentence 
for the like Sum given vpon an Aétion of Battery, .Affaule, 
Trefpafs, public Nuifance, or the like. He cannot pardon 
a Man condemned upon an Appeal, nor hinder the Verfou 
injured from appealing. His Power therefore is not univer- 
fal. If it be not univerfal, it is not inherent, but confer- 
red upon him, or entrufted by a fuperior Power that li- 
mits it. 

Thefe Limits are fixed by the Law; the Law therefore 
is above him. His Proceedings mult be regulated by the 
Law, and not the Law by his Will. Belides, the Extent 
of thefe Limits can be known only by the Intention of the 
Law that fets them, and are fo vifible, that none bat fuck 
as are wilfully blind can miftake. It cannot be imagined 
that the Law, which does not give a Power'to the King of 
pardoning a Man that breaks my Hedge, ¢an intend he 
fhould have Power to patdon one who kills. my Father; 
breaks my Houfe; robs me of my Goods, abufes my-Chil- 
dren and Servants, wounds me, and brings me in Danger 
of my Life. Whatever Power be has iri fuch Cafes; is 
founded upon a Prefamption, that he who has fworn not te 
deny or delay Juftice to any Man, wil not break his Oath 
to interrupt it. 

And farther, as he does nothing but what he may right- 
ly do, cum magnatum et fapientum confilio ; and that ‘tis fup- 
pofed, they will never advife him to do any Thing but 
what ought to be done; in order to attain the great Ends of 
the Law, ‘Jultice, and the public Safety: Neverthelef, 
left this thould not be fufficient to keep ‘Things in due Or- 
der, or that the King fhould forget his Oath, not to delay 
or deny Juftice to any Man, his Counfellors are-expofed to 
the fevereft Punifhments, if they advife him to do any 
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‘fon, Dudley, and others, have been executed as Traitors for 


Thing contrary to it, and the Law upon which it is ground- 
ed. So thatthe utmoft Advantage the King can pretend 
to in this Cafe, is no more than that of the Norman, who 
faid he had gained his Caufe, becaufe it was to be decided 
by a Point that was to be decided by his Oath ; that ts to 
fay, if he will betray the Truft repofed in him, and perjure 
himéelf, he may fometimes exempt a Villain from the Pu: 
nifhment he deferves, and take the Guilt upon himfelf. 1 
fay fometimes: For Appeals miay be brought in fome Cafes, 
and the Waterman who had been pardoned by his Mayetty 
in 1680, for a Marder he had committed, was condemned 
and hanged at the Affizes upon an Appeal. 

Nay, in Cafes of Treafon, which tome Men think re- 
late moit particularly to the Perfon of the King, he cannot 
always do it. Gaveffon, the two Spencers, Trefilian, Emp- 


‘Things done by the King’s Command ; and ‘tis not doubt- 
ed they would have been faved, if the King’s Power had 
extended fo far. I might add the Cafes of the Rarls of 
Strafford and Danby: For tho’ the King figned a Warrant 
for the Execution of the fir, no Man doubts he would 
have faved him, had it been in his Power. ‘The other con- 
tinues in Prifon notwithftanding his Pardon.” ——— [He 
was afterwards releafed, and arofe to be a Duke. ] 

If therefore the King cannot interpofe his Authority to 
hinder the Courfe of the Law in Contefts between private 
Men, nor remit the Debts adjudged to be due, or the Da- 
mages given to the Perfons aggrieved, he can in his own 
Perion hawe no other Power in [hings of this Nature, than 
in fome Degree to mitigate the vindictive Power of the Law : 
‘And this alfo is to be exercifed no other Way than as he is 
entrufted. But if he aéts even in this Capacity by a dele- 

ated Power, and in few Cafes, he muft aét according to 
the Ends for which he is fo entrufted, as the Law fays, cum 
magnatum et fapientum confilio, and is not therein to purfue 
his own Will and Interefts: If his Oath oblige him mot to 
do it; and his Minifters are liabl@ to Punifhment, if they 
advife him otherwife: 1f in Matters of Appeal he has no 
Power ; ‘and if his Pardons have been of no Valuc, when 
contrary to his Oath he has abufed that with which he is 
entrufted, tothe pardoning of Crimes, and exempting fuch 
Delinquents from Punifhment, as could not be pardoned 
without Prejudice to the Public: I may juttly conclade, 
that the King, before whom every Man is obliged to ap- 
pear, who does perpetually and impartially diftribute Juftice 
to the Nation, is not the Man or Woman that wears the 
Crown; and that He or She cannot deterinise thofe Mat- 
ters, which by the Law are referred to the King. 

Whether therefore fach Mattérs are ordinary or extraor- 
dinary, the Decifion is dr ought to be placed where there is 
moft Wifdom and Stability, and where Paffion and private 
Intereft does leait prevail to the Obitruction of Jufice.— 
In Cafes of the rf? Sort, this is done :n England by Judges 
and Juries, In the other, by Parliament ; which being the 
Reprefentative Body of the People, and the colle&ted Wif- 
dom of the Nation, is leaft fubje& to Error, moft exempted 
from Paffion, and moft free from Corruption; their own 
Good, both public and private, depending upon the Reéti- 
tude of their Sanctions. ‘They cannot do any Thing that 
is il], without Damage to themfelves and their Pofferity : 
Which being all that can be done by human Underftanding, 
our Lives, Liberties; and Properties, are by our Laws di- 
reéted to depend upon them.” 

‘Thus far this great Man, ‘who fell a Martyr to the Juft- 
ne{s and Freedom of his Thoughts. And from this Limi- 
tation of the Power of the vifible King, and Reference of 
all Juflice to thofe who prefide in the fuperior Courts, we 
may eafily fee what great Qualitics, both of Mind and 
Heart, are required in the Man who keeps the King’s Con- 
fcience, who reprefents him on the Bench, or who has a 
Share of that high Authority which makes Laws equally 
binding on Sovereign and Subjects; in a Word, whe dil- 

nfes the Juftice which refides in that perpetual and invifi- 

le King, of whom our Author has given fo ftrong and no- 
ble a Defeription. If I could have thortened this Extradt 
farther without. injuring it, | thought to have added fome- 
thing here on that Head: But as I have already rather ex- 
ceeded my ufual Limits, I mutt leave chole Confiderations 
to a futare Opportunity.

2. The Negle& of the Expedition againft Canada dur- 
ing the War, which if it had been crowned with Succefs, 
and the Benefits of it had not been given up by a Peace, 
would have thrown the whole Trade of Bever Wool into 
our Hands. . 

Does not this furnith a freth Reafon for the Diffolution of 
more Monopolies? Does it not fhew the Neceffity of pro- 
curing the Friendthip of the Canadan Indians by the Way 
of Nova Scotia, which may, at leaft enable us to divide 
this Trade with the French on the River of St. Lawrence, 
and perhaps in time to get the greateft Part of it, as the 
Courfe of the Rivers in Nova Scotia is more favourable to 
us than to the French?
